1. REFTEL REPORTED DEPLOYMENT OF THREE BAHAMIAN POLICE

UNCLASSIFIED 
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TAKE THE CUBAN BOATS INTO CUSTODY. POLICE ALSO REPORTED 
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ONLY THREE BOATS WERE ENCOUNTERED AT LONG ISLAND 
ALTHOUGH SEVEN WERE SIGHTED BY LOCAL RESIDENTS PRIOR 
TO THE POLICE ARRIVAL. NO CUBAN NAVAL VESSEL SIGHTED BY 
POLICE.
